THE JOURNEy TO THE GOLDEN GATE. 
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eROSSING tfie Missouri River from Ihe Transfer Depot, Council Blufls, via Uaion Paeifie. " Tha OnHand 
Routt," over a magniflceiit steel bridge of eleven spans, 75 feet above li|e water, eac^ spati 250 
leel long, resting upon immense stone piers, Omaha is reached, and the trip across the continent to , 
Sari Francisco commences, 

The train passes rising towns and sturdy young cities through fertile Nebraska, and leaohes Cheyenne 
5(6 miles from Omaha, Here the Kansas Main Line, via Denver, connects with Ifie Nebraska Main Line from 
Council Sluffs. Leaving Cheyenne the train climbs a grade of 2,000 (eel in 33 miles to Sherman, 8,247 feet 
above sea level, end the highest point of the trans-continental ride belweeri the Missouri River and tt^e 
Pacific coasL From Shernian can be seen Long's Peah, nearly 200 miles away, and tlje Ames Monument, 
a pyramidal granite structure sisty-five feet iri height, erected by the Union Pacific Railway to the memory 
oi Ihe Ames brothers, to whorri the compleiioi of the Uniori Pacific Railway was largely due Hippopot- 
imus Rock Is one of the sigh[t3 of tl^e vicinity, Beyond Shermari is Dale Creek bridge, a remarliable sigtit 
tf\e stf'icture-way, of iron, stretching from bluff to bluff, a 550-foot span, 127 feet above the creek. Pike's 
Peak can be seeii (65 miles to the south. T>ie great conllriental divide i!i crossed two miles west of Creston 
Greeri River, ari Important point, is 1,074 miles froni Kansas City, and 847 miles from Council Bluffs. 
Here the trains lor Portland, Oregori, are made up over the Oregon Short Line, a division of tfie Union 
Pacific, diverging fronilhe Maiq Lirie at Granger, 30 miles west. Frcim Greeri River, t^ie trip to San Francisco 
IS corjtinued Three miles west of Greeri River is Fisfi Cut. Greerj River Buttes are within sight for miles. 
After passing Granger. Evanston, a tcwr\ of importance iq Wyoming Territory witl\ a populatioq of 2,000 is 
reached. Wahsatcf^ Statrori is on ilie summit of tf[e Wahsatch l/ountains ; its elevation Is 6,812 feet The ■ 
road fiere enters Ectio Canyon and crosses Echo Creek thirty-one times in twenty-six mites. Tfjree and a 
hall miles west o( Wah[5atch, the tram enters a tunnel 900 (eet long. One mi'e east of Castle Rock are rocl« 
resembling the old ruiris. "Hanging Rock ' is what irs riame indicates. Two and a l^all miles west of 




Emory, orj the biuf, is a rock called "Jack iq the Pulpit," aqd neWcan be seeri the heights of Echo Canyon, 
oq which are old Mormoq fortifications, Tlien coirje ■ Steamboat Roclis." Just before reaching Echo are 
seen the "Amphitheatre," "Pulpit Rocks," arjd "Bromley's Cathedral." Ai Ec^lO Station, Weber Cariyon is 
eritered, Or\e ar\d a half miles west of Echo can be seerj the "Witch Roci-^." Fiveniiles farther is the l,00a> 
niile tree, and a niiie farther is "Devil's Slide." Echo and Weber canyons compare favorably wlttj the 
celebrated Colorado canyoris. Three and a half miles west of Croyden, the canyor; broadens out, aqd to the 
left is noticed the first of the Mormorj settlements. About half a nile away, betweerj Petersori and Uintal\ 
Slatioq, " Devil's Gate" is to be seeq, and shortly after the country widens into the Great Salt Lake Valley, 
wheq Ogderi is reached. The vailey Is oqe of striding beauty. 

Ogderi is 1,034 mlies froni Council Bluffs, 1,260 mil«s frorr) Kansas City, and 833 miles frorr\ Sari Fran- 
cisco; tf^e trip to Salt Lai<e City arid Garfield Beac^l is made fromi this point. Fnsn^ Ogdeq, the trip across 
t!r\e Continent to Saq Francisco is continued over the Control Pacific Railnad. Leaving Ogderi, one passes 
over great plains arid through immense snow si^eds, great mountain ranges arid jagged foo:-iiills. 

The crowning sceries of the trip across Utah and Nevada to Saq Francisco are not beheld iintil after 
uiiig Rerio. Cape Horn, Emigrarit Gap, the Sierra Nevadas, Donner Lai<e arid other objects of iritersst 
I be found. Nevada is celebrated for her mineral resources and scenic beaulyi notably, the great mines 
of Virginia City, and the Sutro Tunnel ; the marvelous Carson and Humboldt sinks, in which ^^^ waters of al) 
tkie rivers iri the State of Nevada, save OQe, are swaliowed; the Mud Lakes, the Borax marshes, aqd countlass 
numbers of thermal springs, Orie hundred and fifty-five miles frorri Reno is Sacramerito, a beautiful city, 
the capital of California, delightfully located upori the east bank of the Sacramento River, in the midst of 
the most productive graiii fields, vineyards, aqd orchards iq ihe world, with o delightful climate. 

Ftoffi Sacramento, the Central Pacific Railroad branches, viaLathrop, lo Los Angelesarid prominent cities 
and noted resorts of California. Froni Sacramento, the Davis cut-off, navj the mair] line of the Central Pacific 
d, runs to Oakland, with a transfer to Saq Fraqcisco, aqd here terminates the trip "Across the Continent," 
where "old Sol," red fron| his day's exertioq, sinks to rest iq the broad bosons of the Pacific Oceaq, beyond
